Under his store, in the 
cellar, he had duplicated his Italian prison 
cell—a small room with one barred \\ mdow 
where he slept at night on a hard cot.

Another way of looking at this Italian's 
ase would be to assume that he was not, 
as he claimed, pardoned from 'prison. In 
which event this subjection of himself to a 
personally-created prison at night might be 
viewed as one way of punishing himself. 


He escaped from involuntary imprison- 


ment and incarcerated himself half of the 
ime in voluntary imprisonment. 


In other words he carried his prison with 


lim. 


The man wanted by police may escape 


arrest. But he is forever surrounded by 
be stone walla, and steel bars of imagina- 
ion. Memory is constantly punishing him 
or his crime, if he has conscience. If he 
las none, he still is in the ^orst penitenti- 
ry of all—the Prison of Fear.
